John H. Dobbins,

teller at the bank, placed all the cash 
In the proper boxes at night, had 
carefully locked the inner drawers 
and, after setting the eight day time 
clock for 9 o'clock in the morning, he 
swung the heavy door shut and twist- 
ed the combination knob. 
As Is CUB- 


tomary, Lee stood by and watched 
Dobbins lock up the valuables. 


Leo and Dobbins appeared at the 


bank In the mornliTg and on entering 
compared their watches with the time 
clock on the front of the giant nteel 
and Iron safe. 
Their watches dis- 


agreed by several minutes with the 
safe clock. 


Somewhat 
apprehensive, 
Dobbins 


entered the Inner cage and started to 
manipulate 
tho 
safe combination. 


Missing the count on the first try, he 
believed his mistake was due to his 
excitement. The second effort, how- 
ever, was equally unsuccessful, and 
when Lee tried to unlock the box of 
Iron he too failed. By tills time sev- 
eral clerks and Donald Rlley, secre- 
tary, arrived at the building. 


Whim 9 o'clook passed and nothing 


v,T.ri noticed as an action from the time 
lock Lee telephoned to Philadelphia, 
seventeen miles distant, and asked 
that the safe company from which the 
safe was purchased a short time ago 
send experts to aid In opening the 
door.

THE CROP 


REPORTS 


Washington, June 16.—Foreign crop 


conditions, summarizeu irom, reports 
to the department of agriculture, are 
printed In the government crop Re- 
porter just Issued, as follows: 


"Agriculture, tho most vital indus- 


try with which humanity has to deal, 
has during the past month made gen- 
erally satisfactory progress lu all the 
more important producing countries. 
The -wheat crop of British India, next 
to the United States, 
Russia 
and 


France, the heaviest producer of this 
cereal, has proved to he, with one 
exception, the largest in her history. 
Corn in Argentina in late years, fre- 
quently the leading exporter of this 
product, has yielded a crop, though 
not a record one, almost equal to the 
best of recent years. In the Canadian 
northwest spring wheat 
has 
been 


sown on a probably largely-increased 
area. During the present month har- 
vest will be on in the southern, lat- 
itudes of western Europe. 


"Vegetation 
in 
many 
European 


countries during the first halt of May 
was characterized to a greater or Jess 
degree by slow development. In the 
western part of the continent, espec- 
ially in Great Britain and France, 
persistent low temperature and exces- 
sive moisture with occasional frosts 
and flurries of snow and sleet, kept 
plant growth in many districts almost 
stationary.
